The  day  is  finally  here  for  every¬ 
one  enrolled  in  computer  science 

courses  10  breathe  a  sigh  of  relief. 

No  more  crowds  at  keypunch  ma¬ 
chines,  no  more  batch  processing 
breakdowns,  no  more  inconven¬ 
iences.  At  the  computer  center, 
Directors,  Suresh  C.  Mathur  and 
Donald  R.  Donati  say  that  all  of 
these  problems  will  be  alleviated 
by  the  University’s  new  $600,000 
Control  Date  Cyber  70-71. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  feature  of¬ 


fered  by  the  system  are  the  36  real 
time  terminals  on  the  third  floor  of 
Oisen  Hall.  The  user  simpiy  iogs 

on  the  sysiem  with  his  individual 
number  and  password,  and  has  di¬ 
rect  access  to  the  computer.  This 
means  all  errors  can  be  edited  im¬ 
mediately  when  “debugging”  a 
program  assignment,  instead  of 
carrying  around  a  deck  of  cards, 
students  may  store  their  programs 
on  the  magnetic  disc  files,  to  be  re¬ 
called,  edited  or  run  at  a  later 


date. 

The  use  of  real  time  termir 
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that  the  terminals  can  be  linked  to 
the  network  through  a  standard 
telephone  line.  The  Colleges  of 
Engineering,  Management  and 
others  on  North  and  South  cam¬ 
puses  will  be  accommodated  in 
this  fashion.  With  the  512  ter¬ 
minal  capacity  of  the  system,  other 
schools  in  the  area  and  possibly 
even  the  dorms  could  be  provided 
with  service. 

Is  batch  processing  out  the  win¬ 
dow,  then?  Not  exactly.  Almost  all 
of  the  record-keeping  and  regis¬ 
tration  for  the  University  is  done 
this  way.  Batch  is  also  more  prac¬ 
tical  for  large,  infrequently  used 
programs  which  would  take  up 
valuable  space  in  the  files.  Two 
line  printers  and  a  card  reader  are 
reserved  for  these  and  other  appli¬ 
cations.  With  the  proper  equip¬ 
ment  on  location,  remote  batch 
processing  could  also  be  con¬ 
ducted  over  the  phone. 

Soon  the  Rathskellar  won’t  be 
the  only  place  where  you  can  see 
big-screen  TV.  A  giant  4x6  screen 
and  projector  will  be  connected  to 
a  terminal  in  order  to  provide 
classroom  instruction  that  the 
whole  class  can  see.  Students  will 
know  exactly  what  to  expect  when 
they  use  the  terminals  for  the  first 
time.  This  should  become  avail¬ 
able  before  the  end  of  the 
semester. 

Not  many  students  will  ever  see 
the  heart  of  the  system  on  the  first 
floor  of  Olsen,  though.  Restricted 
entry  is  imposed  by  a  button-se¬ 
quence  security  lock,  to  protect 
probably  one  of  the  best  invest¬ 
ments  the  University  has  made. 
And  with  the  enormous  add-on  ca¬ 
pacity  of  the  network,  it  will  de¬ 
finitely  handle  the  needs  of  the 
University  for  quite  a  while.

As  many  South  Campus  students  are  aware,  the  South  Campus  Stu¬ 
dent  Union  Building  was  locked  shut  for  over  an  hour  last  Monday 
morning.  We  are  sure  many  students  would  like  to  know  why. 

A  certain  fraternity,  Omicrori  Pi  by  name,  used 
the  building  the  Friday  night  before  for  a  mixer.  When  the  party  was 
over,  everyone  left — and  left  the  place  a  mess!

Rathskellar  Board 
of  Directors  Meet 


The  Rathskellar  Board  of  Directors’  first  meeting 
of  the  semester  was  called  to  order  by  Paul  Morse, 
Tuesday,  September  20. 

This  year  many  new  and  impressive  changes  have 
been  made  by  the  board.  The  RAT  now  has  a  new 
manager,  Ron  Guba.  Mr.  Guba  has  initiated  many 
new  ideas  into  the  RAT;  staff  shirts  were  purchased 
in  the  hopes  of  creating  a  more  organized  at¬ 
mosphere,  three  registers  were  also  bought  which 
will  now  enable  Mr.  Guba  and  the  board  to  have  bet¬ 
ter  cash  control.  Table  service  has  also  been  in¬ 
itiated,  which  after  two  weeks  appears  to  be  serving 
its  purpose,  to  alleviate  the  crowding  at  the  bars. 
There  are  also  three  bars  being  set  up  on  the  second 
floor  on  weekends,  one  beer  bar  and  two  liquor  bars. 
The  amount  of  help  on  the  weekends  has  also  been 
increased.  This  has  all  been  done  in  the  hope  of  bet¬ 
ter  serving  the  customer. 

At  the  Building  Authority  meeting  this  month,  the 
RAT  made  several  requests;  a  security  wall  and  a 
storage  unit  which  will  enable  the  RAT  to  be  locked 
up  at  night.  The  work  on  these  walls  should  already 
be  in  progress.  The  RAT  will  also  be  receiving  eight 
new  barstools,  and  ten  tables  and  chairs  which  were 
to  be  placed  in  the  added  area,  but  after  the  board 
realized  that  the  floor  in  this  area  could  be  a  danger, 
decided  to  make  that  the  dance  floor  and  add  the 
tables  to  the  carpeted  area. 

The  board  decided  to  allocate  funds  to  have  two

portable  bars  built,  to  be  used  on  the  second  floor  on 
weekends,  rather  than  the  method  being  used  now, 
stacking  tables. 

The  RAT’s  non-tax  status  has  been  submitted  to 
the  IRS  and  it  should  not  take  more  than  a  month  to 
have  this  go  through.  There  appears  to  be  no  pro¬ 
blems  with  this  change.  The  audit  of  last  year’s 
books  indicated  that  the  rent  for  the  school  year 
'16-11  was  over  paid  by  $3000.  The  excess  will, 
how'ever,  be  carried  over  to  this  year’s  rent. 

In  the  first  two  weeks  of  school  the  financial 
report  indicates  a  substantial  increase  in  gross  sales 
over  last  year. 


This  year’s  costs  have  been  decreased  due  to  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Guba  to  purchase  stock  and  paper 
goods  at  lower  prices. 

The  board  accepted  Vice-President  Joan  O’Neil’s 
recommendation  to  have  Bay  State  Service  Inc.  as 
the  company  to  service  all  machines  in  the  RAT. 
This  appeared  to  be  the  best  choice. 

This  year’s  board,  after  discovering  many  pro¬ 
blems  in  last  year’s  management,  is  going  to 
establish  a  better  working  relationship  between  the 
management  and  the  board  of  directors.

Decrease  in  State  Meal  Tax 


An  attempt  is  being  made 
presently  in  the  Massachusetts 
House  to  reduce  the  state  meal  tax 
to  five  percent.  Legislature  has  al¬ 
ready  approved  of  lowering  the 
meal  tax  from  eight  percent  to  six 
percent.  Governor  Dukakis,  who 
disapproved  of  the  two  percent  de¬ 
crease,  signed  the  legislation. 


which  becomes  effective  in  Jan¬ 
uary. 

What  this  means  for  the  dorm 
student  who  pays  this  meal  tax  on 
the  meal  plans,  is  that,  because 
“of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  food 
and  labor,  and  because  of  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  supplies  and  re¬ 
lated  services"  there  happens  to  be 


another  increase  in  our  food  bill, 
we  should  expect  a  $7  to  $8  de¬ 
crease  in  our  next  meal  bill  with 
the  decrease  to  the  six  percent  tax. 
And  if  the  meal  tax  is  decreased  to 
five  percent,  a  $10  to  $12  decrease 
could  be  expected.

Mass  PIRG  Launches 
Phone-Fighter  Campaign 


Identifying  various  billing 
abuses  and  repeated,  unjustified 
rate  increases.  Mass  PIRG  today 
released  an  annual  report  on  the 
New  England  Telephone  Company 
(NET)  and  initiated  a  “Phone- 
Fighter”  petition-gathering  drive 
to  place  a  Telephone  Consumer 
Action  Group  (TELECAG)  pro¬ 
posal  on  the  statewide  ballot  next 
fall. 

“The  only  way  we  can  insure 
consumers  adequate  protection 

against  the  Commonwealth's  most 

underregulated  utility  is  to  create  a 
consumer-directed  and  financed 
organization,”  said  Bob  Gaines. 

PIRG‘s  Lowell  Phone-Fighter  co¬ 
ordinator.  Utilizing  the  phone 
company’s  billing  system  to  collect 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  small 
contributions.  TELCAG  would 
have  the  capability  to  handle  in¬ 
dividual  complaints  and  to  chal¬ 
lenge  NET  rates  and  billing  prac¬ 
tices  before  the  courts,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Utilities  and  the 
legislature. 

“We  expect  to  gather  6,500  sig¬ 
natures  in  the  Lowell  area  alone. 


as  part  of  the  statewide  effort  to 
put  the  issue  on  the  ballot,”  stated 
Gaines.  “With  the  establishment 
of  an  organization  such  as  TEL¬ 
CAG,  Massachusetts  consumers 
will  finally  have  the  clout  they  need 
to  effectively  challenge  unjustified 
telephone  rate  increases  and  un¬ 
fair  practices  used  by  NET,  in¬ 
cluding  misleading  hard-sell 
pitches  to  induce  new  customers  to 
purchase  extra  phones  they  neither 
need  nor  want,  plus  unauthorized 
charges  for  privately  purchased 
telephone  instruments.” 

Hundreds  of  students  at  PIRG’s 
18  affiliated  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  will  be  gathering  90,000 
signatures  this  fall  to  deliver 
57,000  certified  signatures  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  by  December  7. 
The  TELCAG  proposal  must  then 
be  considered  by  the  legislature 
next  spring.  If  not  enacted,  the 
proposal  would  be  a  referendum 
question  on  the  November  1978 
ballot  upon  the  collection  of 
10,000  additional  signatures.

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Job  Fair 
On  Campus 

In  a  salute  to  the  Air  Force’s  30th  Anniversary,  the  University  of 
Lowell  sponsored  a  Job  Fair  on  campus  last  weekend.  The  fair  was 
located  in  Cumnock  Hall  and  in  the  gym  through  the  entire  weekend. 
Attendance  was  below  expectations  due  to  rainy  weather  and  in¬ 
adequate  promotion.  - 

The  Air  Force  and  defense  contractors  to  the  Air  Force  provided 
most  of  the  displays  that  were  on  hand.  Raytheon,  Sanders  Associates, 
and  Mitre  Corporation  each  displayed  the  part  they  play  in  servicing 
the  Air  Force.  The  Air  Force,  with  naturally  the  largest  display,  ex¬ 
hibited  their  latest  technological  advances.  Personnel  from  Hanscom 
Air  Force  Base  were  responsible  for  pointing  out  the  interesting 
features. 

Government  organizations  were  well  represented  in  recognition  of 
the  Anniversary  of  the  Air  Force  also.  OSHA  from  the  Department  of 
Labor,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Division  of 
Employment  and  Security  had  pamphlets  of  information  for  the  fair- 
goers.  Recruiters  for  the  Armed  Forces  explained  the  opportunities 
available  for  those  people  interested  in  enlisting. 

For  those  students  interested  in  viewing  technological  exhibits,  the 
fair  was  both  interesting  and  entertaining,  but  the  students  that  an¬ 
ticipated  this  event  as  an  opportunity  to  inquire  on  future  employment, 
may  have  been  disappointed.  The* fair  was  not  advertised  enough  time 
in  advance  for  students  to  adequately  prepare  themselves.  Many 
students  found  out  about  the  fair  a  day  or  two  earlier,  or  even  the  day 
of  the  opening. 

Students,  who  were  informed  of  the  companies  coming  on  campus, 
were  surprised  to  find  that  many  of  them  did  not  attend.  General  Elec¬ 
tric,  Texas  Instrument,  Hewlett  Packard,  and  Digital  were  some  of  the 
major  companies  that  failed  to  sliow.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  four 
companies  have  been  active  employers  of  our  past  graduates.  There 
were,  however,  a  small  number  of  firms  on  campus  that  were  trying  to 
sell  themselves  to  prospective  graduates.  Looking  for  mainly  computer 
personnel  and  engineers,  companies  such  as  Honeywell,  Sylvania,  and 
Wang  Labs  could  be  seen  distributing  information  to  job-seekers. 

The  Job  Fair  as  a  salute  to  the  Air  Force  was  a  huge  success,  but  as  a 
business  opportunity  day,  many  students  were  dismayed  with  the  pro¬ 
motion  and  attendance  of  the  exhibition.

E.G..  life  planning,  job  in¬ 
terviews,  placement  office  services, 
resume  writing  seminars,  etc. 

Women  in  institutional  posi¬ 
tions:  are  there  women  in  respon¬ 
sible  positions  in  the  administra¬ 
tion,  faculty,  etc.?  Are  these 
women  in  overall  numbers  and 
spread  across  levels  of  employ¬ 
ment.  to  serve  as  alternative  role 
models  for  women  students? 

Departments  and  colleges:  are 
there  any  restrictions  for  women  in 
certain  programs?  Do  some  de¬ 
partments  or  colleges  discourage 
women  (or  men)  from  entering? 
Do  their  prerequisites,  lack  of  fa¬ 
cilities,  lack  of  hospitableness, 
make  it  more  difficult  for  women 


to  consider  them?  If  departments 
or  colleges  have  underrepresenta¬ 
tion  of  women,  or  prerequisites 
women  might  not  have,  do  they  at¬ 
tempt  to  recruit  women,  and  to  in¬ 
form  in  advance  of  how  to  prepare 
for  entry? 

Are  there  any  differences  in 
fees,  clothing  required,  etc.,  for 
any  courses  or  programs  that  af¬ 
fect  women  adversely? 

Is  adequate  financial  support 
available  for  women,  and  are  they 
informed? 

The  classroom  and  teachers 

Do  teachers  deprecate  women  as 
a  group,  or  you  as  a  woman? 

Do  they  treat  women,  or  you,  as 
a  sexual  object?  Make  sexist 
jokes? 

Do  they  comment  on  your  at¬ 
tractiveness,  come  on  sexually, 
comment  on  your  attractiveness  to 
male  students?  Compliment  you 
on  your  dress,  “feminine”  qual¬ 
ities? 

Do  they  compliment  you  as  an 
“exception  to  the  rule”  of  women? 

Do  they  put  you  (or  other  wom¬ 
en)  down  as  a  “libber”  or  say  you 
(or  they)  just  want  to  be  (like) 
men? 

Do  they  not  take  you  (or  women 
students  in  general)  seriously  be¬ 
cause  “you’ll  get  married  any¬ 
way,”  or  are  just  at  college  to  find 
a  husband?  Do  they  say  women 
students  are  “good  test  takers”? 

Does  their  nonverbal  behavior 
intimidate  you? 

In  class,  are  they  more  respon¬ 
sive  to  male  students?  More  likely 
to  call  on  them,  listen  to  their 
comments  and  value  them? 

Do  they  evaluate  female  per¬ 
formance  less  favorably  than 
male?  (In  class  contributions, 
written  papers,  exams,  etc.)  If  you 
question  a  grade,  do  they  take  it 


less  seriously  than  when  a  male 
does?  (Do  males  question  grades 
more  than  females?) 

In  teaching,  do  they  use  sexist 
examples  to  “keep  the  class  in¬ 
terested”?

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“The  Man  From  Lebanon” 
Kahlil  Gibran 
1883-1931 

Poet,  philosopher,  and  artist,  was  born  in  Lebanon,  a  land  that  has 
produced  many  prophets.  The  millions  of  Arabic-speaking  peoples 
familiar  with  his  writings  in  that  langauge  consider  him  the  genius  of 
his  age.  But  he  was  a  man  whose  fame  and  influence  spread  far  beyond 
the  Near  East.  His  poetry  has  been  translated  into  more  than  twenty 
languages.  His  drawings  and  paintings  have  been  exhibited  in  the  great 
capitals  of  the  world  and  compared  by  Auguste  Rodin  to  the  work  of 
William  Blake.  In  the  United  States,  which  he  made  his  home  during 
the  last  twenty  years  of  his  life,  he  began  to  write  in  English.  THE 
PROPHET  and  his  other  books  of  poetry,  illustrated  with  his  mystical 
drawings,  are  known  and  loved  by  innumerable  Americans  who  find  in 
them  an  expression  of  the  deepest  impulses  of  man’s  heart  and  mind. 
The  Prophet,  which  is  Gibran’s  masterpiece,  has  become  one  of  the  be¬ 
loved  classics  of  our  time.  Gibran  considered  THE  PROPHET  his 
greatest  achievement.  In  THE  PROPHET,  he  wrote  about  Love,  Mar¬ 
riage,  Children,  Freedom. ...  On  Children  he  wrote: 

“And  a  woman  who  held  a  babe  against 
her  bosom  said,  Speak  to  us  of  Children 

And  he  said: 

Your  children  are  not  your  children. 

They  are  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Life’s  longing  for  itself. 

They  come  through  you  but  not  from  you, 

And  though  they  are  with  you  yet  they  belong  not  to  you. 

You  may  give  them  your  love  but  not  your  thoughts, 

For  they  have  their  own  thoughts. 

You  may  house  their  bodies  but  not  their  souls, 

For  their  souls  dwell  in  the  house  of  tomorrow,  which  you  can¬ 
not  visit,  not  even  in  your  dreams. 

You  may  strive  to  be  like  them,  but  seek  not  to  make  them  like 

you. 

For  life  goes  not  backward  nor  tarries  with  yesterday 

You  are  the  bows  from  which  your  children  as  living  arrows  are 
sent  forth. 

The  archer  sees  the  mark  upon  the  path  of  the  infinite,  and  He 
bends  you  with  His  might  that  His  arrows  may  go  swift  and  far. 

Let  your  bending  in  the  archer’s  hand  be  for  gladness; 

For  even  as  he  loves  the  arrow  that  flies,  so  He  loves  also  the 
bow  that  is  stable.*’

That’s  when  I  signed  up  for  this  Assertiveness  Training 
Workshop  held  by  the  University’s  Counseling  Center.  I  knew  the  ex¬ 
periential  method  was  the  best  way  to  develop  a  skill. 

The  group  members  helped  each  other  discover  what  holds  you  back 
from  putting  your  foot  down  and  what  irrational  beliefs  or  fears  you 
may  have  about  the  consequences  of  asserting  yourself. 

Through  role  playing  and  learning  the  mechanics  of  assertiveness  l 
became  more  outspoken  and  aware  of  how  I  confront  people.

Early  in  the  second  period, 
Lowell  mounted  its  first  scoring 
drive.  Great  blocking  cleared  the 
way  for  running  backs,  Coleman 
and  Kenny  Gauthier.  In  8  plays 
they  drove  38  yards  with  Coleman 
going  in  from  two  yards  out. 

St.  John  recovered  a  fumble  and 
turned  it  into  three  points  with  a 


31  yard  field  goal  midway  through 
the  period. 

The  defense  set  up  the  Chiefs 
second  TD:  Neil  Murphy  inter¬ 
cepted  a  pass,  and  Ken  Gauthier 
carried  the  ball  for  28  yards  in  this 
last  minute  scoring  attempt.  Quar¬ 
terback  Durkin  scored.  At  the  half 
the  score  was  12-3. 

The  Chiefs  scored  5  minutes 
into  the  third  quarter  on  the  work 
of  Coleman  and  Company.  This 
series  of  plays  was  capped  by 
Coleman’s  29  yard  TD  run. 

Although  St.  John  tried  to  make 
a  comeback  in  the  fourth  quarter 
it  was  too  little,  too  late.  Lowell’s 
defense,  behind  Neil  Murphy’s 
three  interceptions,  shut  the  door 
on  any  chance  they  had.  In  the 


waning  minutes  of  the  game,  St. 
John  managed  a  TD  and  a  two 
point  conversion  to  finish  the 
scoring  at  18-11. 

Overall,  though  there  was  a  lack 
of  passing  offense,  the  running  of 
Terry  Coleman,  (151  yards)  and 
Ken  Gauthier  (80  yards)  was  the 
overwhelming  factor  in  the  game. 
Neil  Murphy,  of  course,  was  a 
crucial  element  with  his  three 
interceptions.  The  victory  decided¬ 
ly  increases  Lowell’s  fourth  place 
ranking. 

Next  home  game  is  Saturday, 
October  15.  It’s  a  7:00  p.m.  night 
game  at  Cawley  Stadium.  Let’s 
hope  there’s  a  victory  party  after 
the  game.

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Last  May  after  school  was  out 
and  most  of  us  were  sunning,  the 
U  of  Lowell  sent  seven  members  of 
the  track  team  to  Calvin  College  in 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  to  repre¬ 
sent  our  school  in  the  NCAA 
Division  three  track  Nationals.  As 
in  the  previous  year,  U  Lowell  was 
well  represented.  As  a  team  they 
finished  sixth  and  individually, 
three  members  returned  All- 
Americans. 

Marc  Linscheid,  of  Tara,  Coun¬ 
ty  Meath  in  Ireland,  while  only  a 
freshman,  set  the  NCAA  Division 
three  record  in  winning  the 
hammer  throw  with  a  toss  of  190 


feet,  7  inches.  Right  behind  Marc 
with  a  throw  of  189  feet,  10  inches, 
was  junior  Bill  Haskell.  Bill  is  a 
two  time  All-American  since  he 
placed  fifth  in  the  same  event  the 
year  before.  Rounding  out  the 
All-Americans  was  Joe  Brice  of 
Upper  Aghada,  County  Cork  in 
Ireland,  who  placed  fifth  in  the 
discus  throw  with  a  heave  of  155 
feet,  10  inches. 

Also  taking  part  in  the  meet  was 

Joe  Antkowiak  who  made  it  to  the 
finals  in  the  pole  vault  with  a 
school  record  jump  of  14  feet,  6 
inches.  Tom  Lawson,  who  was 
winner  of  the  Easterns  in  the 


javelin,  threw  well  in  the  Nationals 
but  just  missed  making  the  finals. 
Rick  McCully,  school  record  hold¬ 
er  in  the  hurdles,  ran  in  the  same 
heat  as  Edwin  Moses,  Olympic 
Gold  Medalist  and  World  Record 
holder  and  did  not  make  the 
finals.  Along  with  the  other 
competitors  was  Greg  Fuller  who 
had  his  personal  best  throw  to 
qualify  for  the  Nationals  but  did 
not  make  the  finals. 

This  was  the  second  year  in  a 
row  the  U.  of  Lowell  team  placed 
sixth  in  the  Nationals  giving 
credence  to  Lowell’s  claim  of 
becoming  a  track  power.  — Meeks

Season  Opener,  1-0 

After  seventy  minutes  of  “hauling”  it  on  wet  astroturf,  the  ULowell 
Field  Hockey  team  earned  a  victory  over  Boston  University  on  Friday, 
Sept.  16.  The  Chiefs,  playing  with  only  one  week  of  formal  practices 
behind  them,  dug  in  and  beat  the  Terriers  on  their  home  territory. 

The  game  remained  scoreless  at  the  end  of  the  first  half.  Although 
Lowell’s  forward  line  maneuvered  to  make  several  strong  offensive 
drives,  they  were  unable  to  crack  the  BU  defense.  The  winning  shot 
came  midway  through  the  second  half  when  halfback  Elaine  Burke  and 
wing  Deb  Geary  combined  efforts  with  inner  Ann  Kinsman  who  was 
credited  with  the  goal.  A  freshman,  Ann,  showed  outstanding  potential 
for  this  season.  Although  there  were  several  attempts  on  net,  this  was 
the  only  score  of  the  match. 

Especially  outstanding  defensive  efforts  were  contributed  by 
fullback  Mary  Antonelli  and  goalie  Deb  Blakely  who  combined  to  stop 
several  drives.
